CHAPTER 84. 
RELATING TO BOOTLEGGING: 

s. F. 124. 

AN ACT relating to the sale of IntoxicaUng liquors, and defining a bootlegger, and pre­
scribing punishment therefor. [Additional to chapter six l6) of title twelve (XII) of the 
code, relating to intoxicating liquors.] 

Be it enacted by the General A88embly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. "Bootlegger" dellned. Any person who shall, by himself, 
or his employe, servant or agent, for himself or any person, oompany or 
corporation, keep or oarry around.on his person, or in a vehicle, or leave in 
a plaoe for another to secure, any intoxioatiftg liquor as herein defined, with 
intent to sell or dispose of the same by gift or otherwiSe, in violation of law, 
shall be termed a bootlegger. 

SEC. 2. Penalty. Every such bootlegger may be restrained by injunc­
tion from doing or oontinuing to do any of the acts prohibited by law, and all 
the prooeedings for injunotions, temporary and permanent, and for fines and 
costs for violation of same, as defined by law, shall be applicable to such 
person, company or corporation, and the fact that an offender has no known 
or permanent plaoe of business or base of supplies, or quits the business 
after the commencement of an aotion shall not prevent a temporary or per­
manent injunotion, as the case may be, from issuing.

EXPENSES OF THE BUREAU OF LABOR STATISTICS.

AN ACT to repeal section twenty·four hundred and seventy-seven (2477) of the code, relating 
to the expenses of the burea,u of labor statistics, and to enact in lieu thereof the follow­
illg:

SECTION 1. Repealed-compensation and expenses. That section 
twenty-four hundred and seventy-seven (2477) of the code be and the same 
is hereby repealed and the following enacted in lieu thereof: 

"The oommissioner of the bureau of labor statistics shall receive a salary 
of fifteen hundred dollars per annum and shall be allowed a deputy at a sal­
ary of twelve hundred dollars per annum payable monthly; he sh!loll also be 
allowed one faotory inspector at a salary of one hundred dollars per month, 
one offioe clerk at a salary of sixty-five dollars per month. The appointment 
by the commissioner of such factory inspeotor shall be subject to the approval 
of the executive council. Said oommissioner shall be allowed necessary post­
age, stationery and office expenses; the said salaries and expenses shall be 
paid as the salaries and expenses of other state officers are provided for. The 
commissioner or any officer or employe of the bureau of labor statistics shall 
be allowed, in addition to his salary, his actual and necessary traveling 
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ElIpenses while in the performance of his duties, said expenses to be audited 
by the executive counoil and paid out of the general fund of the state upon a 
voucher verified by the oommissioner or· his deputy; but the total of the 
expense for the officers and employes of said bureau, other than the salaries 
of the com . s deputy, th pector and c t 
exceed fif dollars per an
